Tt must -be wall known to. your readers 
that Newchwang is the port of the province 
of Manchuria, a vast, fertile :grain-pro- 
ducing country, and it is upon the renlisa- 
tion ofthis produce that its population 
principally depend for ‘their subsistence, 
and ability to purchase foreign goods: and 
such Iusuries us opium, . This.grain- trade 
wi8- formerly in the. hands. of the natiye 
Shanghai inerchants and junk owners, who 
were generally enabled to transact it on 
their own terms, and at’ such prices as left 
the: poor producers little more than_ the 
bare means Of supporting a miserablo ex- 
istence, But, since the advent of foreign 
Lvestels,-and tie opening of. a direct trade 
with Hongkong aud the southern Chinese 
ports, this- monopoly bas ceased; and for 
the ‘last six years the “Manchuriaus have 
probably: obtained prices, for. the product: 
1 of their labor, ringing from 50 to 100 per 
| cent, in-advance -of those they had pre- 
‘viously received: for au’ indefinite: period.
